<*> twice, in succession. This symbol is required when 
dialing internationally, and in a few other instances referred 
to in your oneRoam Service User Guide.

1. Press <ij> for Menu and scroll to Tools, press <-i>. 

2. Select Open and scroll to Settings, press <-i>. 

3. Select Open and scroll to Network, press <-i>. 

4. Select Open, Network Mode, press <-i> and Change. 

5. Scroll to GSM and press <-i> twice. 

To manually select a Cellular Network for use: 

1. Press <ij> for Menu and scroll to Tools, press <-i>. 

2. Select Open and scroll to Settings, press <-i>. 

3. Select Open and scroll to Network, press <-i>. 

4. Select Open, Operator Selection, press <-i> and 
Change. 

5. Scroll to Manual, press <-i>.
